It is useless to deny tho fact that in 
our great centers of p op ulation, at least, 
tho sacred institution of marriage is 
held far more lightly in these days than 


a generation ago. 
Our young men ar 
not a marrying class. 
Thousands of 
, them drift into an easy-going, selfish 
i bachelorhood 
at the age when thei 
j fathers and grandfathers were bravely 
j facing tho duties and resp onsibilities o’ 
matrimony. 
And there are thousand 
of young girls in our large cities who 
p refer to fight the battle alone, de­ 
p ending up on their own resources, 
rather than to venture up on the uncer­ 
tain sea of matrimony. 
In 
certan 
States of the Union 
the decrease in 
marriages has been so marked as lo ex­ 
cite comment. 
Formerly nearlv all 
young men were married and settled in 
life, as it is called, by tho time they 
were 2fi. 
In those halycon clays it w'as 
considered rather 
discreditable for 
young men to be unmarried at fid. Now 
ail this is so thoroughly changed that 
fully one-half of the young men be­ 
tween 21 and fiO are unmarried. 
The 
q uestion of 
the p rop er marriageable 
age has always been a vexed one. Airs. 
Henrv Ward Beecher, in a recent ar­ 
ticle on the subject, takes 
strong 
ground in favor of early marriages; but 
society ap p ears to differ with her, as it 
is notorious that early marriages are 
growing more and more unp op ular. 
There is to-day a much larger p rop or­ 
tion of our p op ulation unmarried at fiO 
than ever before, and it ap p ears to bo 
generally conceded that nothing is w ser 
and more conducive to future hap p iness 
and comfort than that a young man’s 
p osition in life and his source of in­ 
come should be reasonably assured be­ 
fore lie undertakes the care of a house­ 
hold.— Exch a n g e.

It may be p rop er to bar w*onrmn out 
from

Nevertheless, a narrower p rejudice ex­ 
ists among church authorities against 
the admission of women to the dignity 
of advisers and assistants than in any 
other p rofession. 
The woman shall 
not only in main silent in the churches, 
us directed by that eminent mugwump , 
St. Raul, but she shall not be admitted 
at a 1 excep t iu tho cap acity of an bun 
bh* learner, and ono willing to ace.jrq 
unq uestioned the edicts os the 
p uMfft. 
Tho clergymen who voted agaii/fT the 
admission of two womoi delegates to 
Southern Jiap tUt con-vcnt^#» coiced the 
sentiment of th^^^a^ority when he 
urged that jjr< a conseq uence of their 
accep thlfco, “we shall be flooded with 
them next vear.” 
Had this religious 
“leader" been talking of a revival meet­ 
ing instead of a convention ho would 
I 
not have referred to women in this con­ 
temp tuous manner. In connection with 
a revival they would be 
‘dear souls,” 
and the good man would reach out his 
arms 
figuratively, of course 
and lift 
up his voice to gather them in. 
As 
souls to be saved and as “stars in 
j crowns of rejoicing,” women are toler­ 
ated by the ministerial p rofession; but

D E A R O L D JU M B O . 


T he La rrjcnt L a n d A n im a l in the W o rld • 
Since the death of Ju m bo various 
statements have been p ublished as to 
the exact stature of that giant elep hant. 
The figures range from eleven feet to 
eleven feet and a half, but wrhetber the 
height given is that at the shoulder 
does not ap p ear. 
If Jum bo was eleven 
feet and six inches at the shoulder 
there is reason to believe that he was 
the largest land animal in the world. 
The size of elep hants is commonly 
overestimated. 
Their stature is always 
exaggerated in those countries wliers 
they are found wild. 
Even Europ ean 
travelers of scientific training have 
made notable mistakes in this resp ect. 
African elep hants which Alajor D en­ 
ham, one of the early exp lorers, sup ­ 
p osed to sixteen feet high p roved to bo 
less than ten 
feet when killed. 
In 
Ceylon the native elep hant, which was 
formerly thought to be larger than the 
African animal, is rarely taller than 
nine feet; and Sir Emerson Tennent in 
his elaborated work on the natural his­ 
tory of that island says that in the dis­ 
trict where the hunters agree that the 
largest sp ecimens are to be found, “the 
tallest of ordinary herds do not average 
more than eight feet.” 
In India the same tendency to exag­ 
geration 
p revails. 
Dr. 
Falconer was 
authority for the statement by Prof. 
Ansted, more than a q uarter of century 
ago, that “out of eleven hundred ele­ 
p hants from which tho tallest were 
selected and measured, with care, on 
one occasion in India, there was not 
one w hose height eq ualled eleven feet.” 
At the p resent day p robably no one is 
better q ualified to sp eak with reference 
to the size of Indian elep hants than 
Air. C. I*. Sanderson, 
the officer in 
charge of the elep hant-catching estab­ 
lishment maintained by tho British 
government at Arysore. 
He does not 
believe that there is an elep hant in 
India ten feet high at tho shoulder. 
He has measured a great many, and 
the tallest was nine feet and ten inches. 
“ The next largest aro two tuskers 
longing to his Highness^^^hfrilnmijuh 
of Alysoie, each z n u e ^ ® ^ q ^ ] lt jnches, 
cap tured in A I ys or o^ ^ n C fortv years 
ago, and still alij/T” 
yIr. Sanderson, 
in his very entet^faining work on tho 
wild beasts o j / i lu]iU) 
says that tw*ice 
round anjtd(l§ p hanp s foot is his height, 
w^UtfTone or t ^9 inches. 
Generally 
ILhf measurement will give the exact 
J^fature, but when p ersons unfamiliar 
with elep hants aro asked to gness 
how many times the circumference of 
tho foot must bo multip lied to ascertain 
how iall the animal is, they say from 
ten to fifteen times. 
Not only may w*o reasonably conclude 
that J umbo was the largest land ani­ 
mal in tho world, or, at all events, with­ 
out any sup erior in size, but it is safe 
to say that a much larger walking beast 
could not bo made out of flesh and 
bones. 
This is mechanically demon­ 
strable. 
in order to sup p ort a heavier 
creature, the size of tho legs, even with 
p ractically solid bones, would have to 
bo so increased as to render p rogression 
imp ossible. 
These considerations indicate that we 
shall never see a larger land animal 
than Jumbo.

The industries of Jap an p ossesses a 
p articular interest to foreigners, on ac­ 
count of the uniq ue materials emp loyed 
and the dignity which old age bestows. 
At a time when England as a nation 
did not exist, when the p rogressive 
p eop le of modern 
Europ e 
were to 
i ffie p olite world as barbarians and 
Grangers, these ancient 
p eop le were 
p atiently at work, by slow degrees; 
p erfecting the details of tHeir art, until 
now they p roduce wares without a 
rival in tho markets of the world, and 
to a large extent not cap able of imita­ 
tion elsewhere. 
The origin of most of these indus­ 
tries, as has been seen, can be traced 
back to ( Luna or to ('or« a. but thov 
have been so modified in the hands of 
the Jap anese artisan that they now 
p ossess an eminently national char­ 
acter. 
Like the agriculture, the work 
is most entirely by hand. 
There are

In a number of the indus­ 
tries, however, the division of labor has 
been carried out to a large extent. 
A 
p eculiar feature of the social organiza­ 
tion of Jap anese manufactures is the 
descent of a trade from father to son. 
In the crystal factories this is p articu­ 
larly the case, and men there are doing 
exactly 
what their grandfathers did, 
only doing it a little Getter. 
And it is 
q uite p ossible that their p eculiar skill 
is due in a large measure to heredity, 
each generation making some little 
p rogress 
and transmitting its accu­ 
mulated acq uisitions to tin* next,-- 
Scien tific A m erica n .

po rted to the realms o f the unkno wn. 
No man o f his pro fessio n was ev er mo re 
univ ersally 
lo v ed in 
life, o r mo re 
deeply 
and sincerely 
mo urned 
in 
do ath. 
The 
fo llo wing 
bio g raphy , 
o f 
this 
g o nial, 
g o o d 
and 
true, 
but sing ularly unfo rtunate, man will 
bo read with interest l>y ev ery admirer 
o f the leg itemate drama, and o f g enu­ 
ine human wo rth: 
John McCulloug h was born in Coleraine, 
County Antrim, Ireland, the 14th of November, 
ISIS, and was eon>equentl\ not quite V- y earn 
of ag o. 
His early life was an ex tremely hard 
and severe « lie, and thoug h be tried several 
thing s it did not appear that lie was ably to 
settle bis mind upon any particular occupation 
or pursuit. 
He was in turn a blacksmith, then 
a cabinetmaker, and lastly a ehairmakev, but 
lie showed no aptitude for am trade and was a 
failure. 
The attractions of the theater drew 
him to the stag e, for which lie had alway s 
shown a g reat liking , and he made his first ap­ 
pearance behind the fo T ig hts in Philadelphia 
it: 1S5-I as a servant in “ J ho Belle's Stratag em.” 
He remained in the Quaker City until 
In *2, 
play ing minor parts, but g iving no evidence 
whatever of g enius or g reatness. 
He was a 
careful and painstaking student, being desir­ 
ous of doing m il every part assig ned him, and 
won the n -p -et of Ins manag er. 
Edwin For­ 
rest, having be n introduced to him, conceived 
a fancy for the handsome y oung actor, eng ag ed 
him, he first play ing Py thias to Forrest's Ca­ 
nton, 
This was a g reat opportunity for McCul­ 
loug h and he did not fail to take advantag e of 
it. 
The two became intimate friends and when 
Forrest died in 1S72 lie bequeathed to McCul­ 
loug h all his play s, warbrobe, etc. 
In 1S70 ho opened a theater in San Francisco 
and introduced many foreig n and domestic 
stars to the public, but becoming tired of the 
cares of a manag er he took “ the road ag ain, 
winning success and money . 
His leading char­ 
acters w ere Yirg inius, 1/ ar, Otlu llo, Itig omar, 
and Bratus. 
In Is'*I lie play ed a most success­ 
ful eng ag ement in 
Eng land, and was warmly 
received there by both the public and the erit 
ics. 
There was*no trag edian who could draw 
such houses as lie, and until bis illness seized 
him he was at the v« r\ top of the wave o{ pop­ 
ular favor. 
Whatever bis capacity and capa­ 
bilities may have been as compared w ith the, 
king s of the stag e .there was no man who had 
a g reater faculty of winning audiences. In 1K8 2 
he introduced anew play by an Eng lish author, 
entitled ‘•Jack Cade, ’ 
Althoug h every effort 
was made in the wav of mounting and g ood 
acting , the play was a failure, and McCulloug h 
went back to the old version made popular by 
Forrest 
In the fall of l',"d Mr. 
McCulloug h 
was 
seized with an ag g ravated form of an illness, 
affection oi the brain, v 
Ins death, 
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I who had read in Punch ho w theirLo n- 
| do n co mpo sers said ‘Yaas,’ fo und anin- 
1 finitv o f unsuspected so und and latent 
sig nificance in the wo rd as pro no unced 
by Mr. Bancro ft 
In each o f Ro bert­ 
so n’s play s 
appeared the dawdling 
‘swell;’ and while ‘swell’ flo urished 
Mr. Bancro ft flo urished, to o . 
But ho 
passed o v er to the Hay market Theater, 
and there tried to play ratio nal sty le; 
and Lo ndo n decided that in ratio nal 
parts his mustache and ey e-g lass were 
misplaced, so his po pularity paled.” 
His wife danced into co medy fro m 
burlesque.
